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School board gets good 
financial news, honors 
JROTC Bulldog Battalion 


Clinton County Board of Education, meeting 
Monday evening, February 11, heard some good 
news about savings involved in the refinancing of 
bond repayments, and also extended its congratula¬ 
tions by honoring the local JROTC Bulldog Bat¬ 
talion unit during its regular session. 

All members were present for the approximate 
45-minute meeting. 

The board first recognized several members of 
the local JROTC at Clinton County High School, 
who according to their instructor, Ron Cook, was 
one of only a few JROTC units out of 1,700 that 
were named Distinguished after inspection by the 
U.S. Army Brigade Command. 

Cook said he was proud of his students, refer¬ 
ring to them as part of his family, and noted that 
they did a lot of work the public doesn’t see, out¬ 
side of their outstanding performances at local 
sporting events. They perform at various high-lev¬ 
el competitions and training throughout the year. 


Superintendent Charlotte Bernard also said she 
was very proud of the CCHS JROTC squad and 
that they represented Clinton County and the “We 
Are Bulldogs” theme very well everywhere they 
go. 

Following the recognition of the JROTC mem¬ 
bers, the board conducted regular business. 

The board first heard a brief address from Byran 
Skinner of Ross, Sinclair and Associates pertaining 
to the refinancing of school bonds that the board 
had approved earlier. 

Skinner noted that the refinancing had already 
been approved and the estimated savings on the 
bond repayments was even more than projected, at 
first around $94,000. He said estimates are that the 
district will save overall around $109,000 by refi¬ 
nancing the bonds.

Blind Peace concert Saturday will 
benefit cancer research, provide 
medium for planned video 


Tony Sell has long been a muscian - playing 
the guitar since he was a youngster growing up 
in Albany. 

Over the years, he has been a member of 
several bands, released a couple of albums and 
eventually moved away from the night life of 
playing small venues. 

Sell got out of playing in a band to raise a 
family, but now he is back and playing for 
his family by donating his earnings to a fund 
dedicated to his late wife, Kathy, who recently 
passed away from lung cancer. 

“I played with a band in the early 90s and I 
toured with them for two years. They had one 
record released during the time I first started and 
we released another one while I was with them,” 
Sell said. “My wife was with me during that 
time. We weren’t married at the time, just dating, 
but she was always my biggest critic. She would 
tell me what worked and what wouldn’t and so I 
grew to listen to her.” 

Sell and his band, Blind Peace , will be 
performing at the Feaming Center Saturday 
night at 6:00 p.m. 

A two-man acoustic band, Blaze Valley from 
Somerset, will open the show Saturday night and 
the event is free to the public. 

Sell stepped away from the music scene in 
1999 and got into nursing and raising his family. 
He said he was getting back into music when his 
wife was diagnosed with lung cancer. 

“She saw what the cost of treatment was and 
saw how most of the cancer drugs didn’t work. 
She got into a group in Nashville, TN., through 
Sarah Cannon that does drug development ... 
drug trials and stuff like that,” Sell said. “Then 
we got to talking about ways to raise money just 


to donate to that cause. Kathy wanted to leave 
something behind that people would remember

update at brief meeting 


Albany City Council held a 
short regular session last Tues¬ 
day evening, Febmary 5 at city 
hall with all council members 
present. 

In the absence of a Monarch 
Engineer representative, May¬ 
or Nicky Smith gave the brief 
monthly progress report for the 
ongoing, and soon to be totally 
completed, bypass utility reloca¬ 
tion projects. 

Phase II of the bypass reloca¬ 
tion, from Hwy. 1590 to Hwy. 
969 on the existing US 127 


is complete with final clean¬ 
up needed. The third and final 
phase, on to the Tennessee state 
line, has completed all work ex¬ 
cept for one meter reconnection, 
one water main connection, and 
concrete kicker installation at 
various fittings. Final clean-up 
will also be needed on that phase 
of the project to make the utility 
relocation 100 percent finished. 

The council then, on a mo¬ 
tion by Leland Hicks, voted to 
declare the following equipment 
as surplus and advertise for seal 


bids: 1998 Chevy 4x4 motor 
new, minimum bid of $1,100; 
portable air compressor; and a 
1973 Ford fire truck. 

Councilwoman Tonya 

Thrasher also informed the 
council about a local National 
Guardsman who is serving a 
year-long tour of duty in Jordan. 
She indicated plans were being 
made to send the local soldier, 
Matthew Aaron, a care package 
to show hometown support for

Basketball Boosters / WANY 
auction slated for Friday night 


Longer days, warmer temps and thoughts of 
basketball tournament time mean that spring is 
fastly approaching, but in Albany and Clinton 
County, it also means the arrival of the annual 
Clinton County Basketball Booster’s Club / 
WANY Radio Auction. 

“It’s become as much a social event as it 
is a fundraiser,” A1 Gibson said this week in 
describing the long-running five-hour long 
program that is set to be held again this Friday 
night. 

Getting under way at 5:00 p.m. and 
headquartered again from the cafeteria at Clinton 
County High School, the annual Basketball 
Booster Club WANY Radio Auction will once 
again provide a night of fun entertainment 
for everyone 
involved, in 
addition to some 
much needed 
funding for the 
Lady Bulldog 
and Bulldog 
basketball 
programs. 

Held on the 
Friday night 
following the final regular season basketball 
game (Thursday, February 14 - verses Barren 
County at home), the annual event brings fans, 
players, coaches and parents together to produce 
the radio auction and send it over the airwave of 
local radio station WANY. 

Gibson noted that in the early years of the 
annual fundraising program, the Booster Club 
and other organizers tried a host of different 
formats as well as dates before eventually 
putting together the system and traditional date 
that has proven so successful for several years. 

“We started out in one of the small rooms at 
WANY, and after just a couple of years, we were 
developing crowds that couldn’t be handled 
at the station, so we moved it to the school 
cafeteria,” Gibson explained. “In those early 
years, it was myself and Sid Scott manning the 
program, but when Sid stepped aside several 
years ago, Jackie Flowers stepped in and took 
his place - we’ve worked it together so long now 
we almost know what the other is going to do or 
say before it happens.” 

Gibson, along with his long-time on the air 
hosting partner, will again attempt to keep some 


sort of working order to the process although 
listeners and those attending the event live at 
the cafeteria, can always expect at least a few 
chaotic segments as the event unfolds. 

The premise of the radio auction is fairly 
simple, and with the organizers having spent 
the first several years refining the system now 
being used, it has undergone very few changes 
in recent years. 

Much like a regular personal property 
auction, the Radio Auction will feature segments 
where items or services are described over the 
airwaves of WANY and then telephone bidding 
begins on a group of at least three featured items 
in each segment. 

In addition to the bids being taken over the 
telephone, bids 
are also accepted 
on a “live” 
basis from those 
attending the 
program from 
it’s long-time 
headquarters 
location, the 
C . C . H . S . 
cafeterias. 

To keep the bidding process fair to those using 
telephones to place bids, the final 30 seconds 
of each segment is reserved for telephone bids 
only, although Gibson noted in recent years, 
with the popularity of cell phones, even those 
attending the auction have been able to get in 
some winning bids in those final seconds of each 
group of items. 

The annual auction to benefit the basketball 
program at Clinton County High School has 
long provided needed funding that allows the 
local teams to be able to compete on a more 
even basis with some of the programs from 
larger communities that have a much larger 
financial base. 

Gibson also pointed out that the annual 
auction is a demonstration in how the community 
can come together for a common cause, with 
volunteers working to put on the auction, 
while the business and professional community 
graciously donates the items and services that 
are auctioned off. 

“The bottom line is that in the end, it’s our

Legislative Update

Public employee pension 
system problems one of the 
top priorities in this session

The General Assembly reconvened on Tuesday for the second part 
of the 2013 Regular Session. Although the real work of the session is 
just beginning, it was a busy week that featured the Governor’s State 
of the Commonwealth address, several committee meetings, and the 
passage of some important pieces of legislation. 

One of the top priorities this session is to address the huge un¬ 
funded liability in our public employee pension system. The first 
bill passed this session was Senate Bill 2, which mirrors the recom¬ 
mendations approved by a bipartisan task force of Senate and House 
members who met throughout the summer and fall. Senate Bill 2, 
passed by a bipartisan 33-5 vote, would protect state employees’ re¬ 
tirement by requiring full funding of the actuarially-required con¬ 
tribution to the retirement system beginning with the next budget 
cycle. In addition, it would create a new “hybrid cash-balance” plan 
for future employees that would guarantee at least a 4 percent return 
on contributions. 

It’s important to know the bill makes no changes to the Kentucky 
Teacher Retirement System, nor does it change the benefits of cur¬ 
rent or retired state employees. Lastly, if finances improve, the annu¬ 
al cost-of-living adjustment provided to retirees could be reinstated 
in future budgets. 

A large crowd gathered earlier this week for Right to Life Day 
in the Capitol, with concerned people of all ages coming together to 
champion the sanctity of life beginning with conception. Following 
that event, it was particularly appropriate that the Senate approved 
two pro-life measures this week. Senate Bill 4 would require a doc¬ 
tor to meet face-to-face with a woman who is considering an abor¬ 
tion to provide her with information directly, rather than through a 
recorded phone message. Senate Bill 5 would direct the medical 
provider to offer a woman, prior to an abortion, the ultrasound image 
of her baby. All of these bills now go to the House for consideration. 

We also heard from the Governor this week on his legislative pri¬ 
orities. Although he provided little specific information, the Gov¬ 
ernor seemed to indicate a need for more revenue, which I fear is 
another way of saying higher taxes. While I am open to listening to 
other viewpoints, I do not believe tax increases are the solution to our 
problems. Instead, we need a tax code that will make Kentucky more 
competitive and build our tax base by creating jobs. 

With only a limited amount of time in this “short” session, we’ll 
be busy again next week as committees begin to hear more legisla¬ 
tion and bills move through the process.

News reports indicate that the national leaders of the Boy Scouts are considering 
changing their long-standing policy against having openly homosexual Scout leaders or Scouts.

Stretching your paycheck

Many households experienced a two-percent decline in take- 
home pay in January 2013 as the employee portion of Social Security 
taxes returned to 2010 levels. Combined with fluctuating prices for 
different goods and services, this reduction in take-home pay might 
have you feeling more stretched at the end of the month than usual. 
Spending plans are a key tool to help families balance their income 
and expenses on a monthly basis. As income and prices of goods 
change, it is important to revisit your spending plan. 

A spending plan is as it sounds, a formula for spending money. 
One important first step is to find out where you spend money. Start 
by writing down all of your expenses for one month. Typically the 
big expenses, such as rent and groceries are easy to track, but make 
certain to include all expenses such as trips through the drive-thru, 
dry cleaning, and vending machine purchases. 

Small savings add up over time . 

Normally it is easier to find small things to cut from your lifestyle 
than it is to make big adjustments. It is important to realize that those 
small savings add up over time. Review your expenses and identify 
areas where you can reduce expenditures. Becoming wise to your 
spending choices and realizing how much you could actually save 
can be a motivating factor. Consider the following scenarios: 

• An average meal at a fast-food restaurant costs around $6. If you 
eat out three days per week, you are spending nearly $ 1,000 a year 
on fast food! 

• Coffee shops are popular spots for networking and to unwind. A 
small specialty coffee costs around $4. If you frequent a coffee shop 
twice per week, you could easily spend $500 a year on coffee and 
cappuccino! 

• Office vending machines can be a big temptation. In a vending 
machine the average soft drink costs $ 1.25 and a candy bar, about $ 1. 
Buying both for a mid-afternoon snack during the week could total 
over $600 a year in junk food! 

By making a few lifestyle changes you can spend less and save 
more. 

• Rethink how and when you shop. Try to reduce your temptation 
to spend by only shopping one day per week. 

• Always shop with a list and try to stick to it. Remember a sale 
really is not a sale if you are buying an item that you do not need. 

• Spend cash instead of using credit or debit cards. 

• Look for discounts. You can find discounts on everything from 
restaurants and entertainment to kid’s birthday parties. Read your 
local paper and check weekly advertisements for deals. 

• Review your current bills to determine if you are really using 
and need the elaborate cable package or cell-phone plan. 

• Check out your local library for DVD and book rentals. 

There are many ways to save without making big changes. Once 

you find success on a small scale, bigger changes become easier.

young people involved with 
these varsity teams, who are 
wearing the blue and white uni¬ 
forms and representing Clinton 
County every time they take the 
floor, that are benefiting through 
our efforts,’’Gibson said.

Legislative Update 


by House Republican

Major pieces of legislation 
begin moving forward on 
first week back for session

After a three week break, members of the General Assembly re¬ 
turned to Frankfort this week for part two of the 2013 Legislative 
Session. For the next five weeks the House and Senate will debate 
numerous proposals. 

The week started with the Governor’s annual State of the Com¬ 
monwealth Address delivered to a joint session of the House and 
Senate. Typically the address focuses on the accomplishments made 
for the betterment of Kentucky, but this year’s address focused on 
the serious fiscal challenges our Commonwealth faces. According 
to the Governor, the projected revenue won’t cover current and prior 
commitments, including areas of education and our public pension 
system. 

While we in the General Assembly know there are financial prob¬ 
lems in Kentucky, Governor Beshear offered up few specifics to¬ 
wards reforming our public pension system or funding our educa¬ 
tional system. And as far as comprehensive tax reform, it appears the 
Governor will push for a special session to address this issue. 

It is time to stop putting off the issues and topics that are vital to 
the future of Kentucky and our people. The time for bold leadership 
is now, not six months or one year down the road. 

Also this week, several major pieces of legislation were placed on 
the fast track. House Bill 7 was approved in committee and passed 
out of the House this week. This legislation authorizes funding for 
11 projects at our public universities, including the expansion of the 
Gatton School of Business at the University of Kentucky, and con¬ 
struction of new dorms or renovation of existing dorms at Morehead 
State University, Murray State University, and Northern Kentucky 
University. The legislation would allow these schools to issue their 
own bonds to pay for their respective projects, with the cost covered 
by the universities. 

In addition, House Bill 1 was also approved in committee and 
given passage in the House. House Bill 1 deals with the various 
special taxing districts that generate billions of dollars throughout 
the Commonwealth, and sets up greater oversight on their operation. 
While the bill did pass, some legislators had concerns about the lack 
of control over these districts by local government, and also a fee 
system set up specifically to hire more employees at the Auditor’s 
Office for the purpose of monitoring these districts. 

We also anticipate beginning debate soon on a proposal for reform 
of Kentucky’s public pension system. Senate Bill 2 was approved by 
that chamber this past week, and is based on recommendations by a 
bi-partisan task force that studied our public pension system this past 
year. Our current pension system is woefully underfunded and is 
running an unfunded liability of more than $33 billion, and we must 
address the system now to avoid worse financial problems later.

2. And, instead of spewing the 
usual nothings for 65 minutes, 
for those who had long since put 
down the mute button, rumor 
was Dick Vitale actually shut up 
for 30 seconds straight. 


If a break-the-mold sports 
story turns your head the way it 
does mine, meet Donovan Mc¬ 
Coy. 

Name like that, has to be 
a quarterback, right? McCoy 
passed for almost 3,000 yards 
and 32 touchdowns in his only 
year as a starter at Fort Thomas 
Highlands. He ran for 22 more 
and the Bluebirds finished anoth¬ 
er perfect season with Class 4-A 
title trophy.

• At UofL, because the veteran 
Cardinals will be a Top 5 ranked 
team in the fall magazines, coach 
Charlie Strong not only recruited 
for specific needs, higher selec¬ 
tivity and with the luxury of put¬ 
ting red shirts on all or most of 
17 signees. 

• At Western, where Willie 
Taggart left Bob Petrino with a 
cupboard not bare, the new coach 
applied a saturation strategy. 
Signed the maximum 25, added 
to eight earlier signees then will 
sift out the best, red shirt the rest 
or let them transfer. 

• At Kentucky, by any reason¬ 
able measure coach Mark Stoops 
exceeded best expectations by 40 
yards. Somehow, the new staff 


landed half-dozen impact play¬ 
ers - two JUCOs, two of the 
Commonwealth’s best (Jason 
Hatcher and Ryan Timmons), 
along with two top prospects 
each in Ohio (Mark McWilson 
and Jaleel Hytchye) and Florida 
(JoJo Kemp and Alvonte Bell).

were again granted by the board, 
including: family medical leave 
to Shirley Williams through 
April 1; family medical leave to 
Kim Fitzgerald through Febru¬ 
ary 13; medical leave to Mark 
Gamer through April 30; medi¬ 
cal leave to Fred Dalton through 
July 1; and a family medical 
leave to Tammy Johnson through 
March 4. 

The board then voted to ap¬ 
prove between meeting disburse¬ 
ments and approved paying 
claims and bills. 

Supt. Bernard then gave the 
monthly personnel report, as 
follows: certified transfers: Pam 
Upchurch from CCHS teacher 
(special education) to Foothills 
Academy and Saundra Wright 
from CCMS teacher to CCHS 
teacher; certified hired: Michial 
H. Conner, head baseball coach 
at the middle school; classified 
transfer: Tonya Thrasher from 
KY ASAP Coordinator to CCHS 
Youth Service Center Coordina¬ 
tor; substitute teacher: Sarah An- 
tle, district wide. 

The board then approved the 
annual offer of assistance for Fis¬ 
cal Year 2013 KETS funds in the 
amount of $16,794. Those funds 
are used for technology related 
equipment and services. 

The board then approved sec¬ 
ond and final reading of a policy 
amendment that stipulates that 
all “newly employed” district 


personnel shall participate in the 
direct deposit of payroll, retroac¬ 
tive to January 1 of this year. 

Board members then voted 
unanimously to enter into an an¬ 
nual agreement with the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross for use of school 
facilities as an emergency shelter 
in the event of a disaster. 

They also approved an over¬ 
night trip for the girls’ softball 
team to Orlando, Florida March 
31 through April 5 and approved 
the Comprehensive District Im¬ 
provement Plan. That plan is 
updated every two years and is 
put together after test scores are 
released as a way to make im¬ 
provements in areas where the 
district didn’t do well in testing 
categories. 

Supt. Bernard then gave the 
attendance report for the sixth 
month of school. 

Attendance for the month, 
compared to the same month 
last year, was down from 93.20 a 


year ago to 92.37 this year. Most 
of the reduction in numbers is 
attributed to more students miss¬ 
ing due to the flu that forced the 
cancellation of classes on four 
different days in January. 

The middle school won the 
trophy for the highest average 
daily attendance (ADA) for the 
month and although there was 
no improvement in attendance 
district wide for the month, the 
trophy for the most improved 
also went to CCMS for having 
the least loss of attendance. 

Prior to adjourning, the board 
also voted to “affirm and re¬ 
affirm” actions taken at its last 
board meeting. According to 
board attorney Lindsey Bell, that 
vote was taken to clarify some 
procedural areas that were ad¬ 
dressed at the last meeting. 

The next regular meeting of 
the school board is scheduled for 
March 11 at 5 p.m. at the Central 
Office.

First teddy bear goes on sale 

February 15, 1903 

On this day in 1903, toy store owner and inventor Morris Michtom places two stuffed bears in his 
shop window, advertising them as “Teddy Bears”. Michtom had earlier petitioned President Theodore 
Roosevelt for permission to use his nickname, Teddy. The president agreed and, before long, other toy 
manufacturers began turning out copies of Michtom’s stuffed bears, which soon became a national 
childhood institution. 

One of Theodore Roosevelt’s hunting expeditions provide the inspiration for the Teddy Bear. Ironically, 
though he was an avid conservationist, Roosevelt-led hunting trips often resulted in excessive slaughter, 
including one African trip during which his party killed more than 6,000 animals for sport and trophies, 
However, the idea for the teddy bear likely arous out of one of Roosevelt’s more compassionate acts. 

Reports differ as to the exact details of the inspiration behind the teddy bear, but it is thought that while 
hunting in Mississippi in 1902, Roosevelt came upon an old injured black bear that his guides had tied to 
a tree. The age, sex, and state of health of the bear remain contested. While some reports claim Roosevelt 
shot the bear out of pity for his suffering, others insisted he set the bear free. Political cartoonists later 
portrayed the bear as a cub, implying that under the tough, outdoorsy and macho image of Roosevelt lay 
a much softer, more sensitive interior. 


Entire U. S. Figure Skating Team dies in Prague crash 

February 15, 1961 

On this day in 1961, the entire 18-member U.S. figure skating team is killed in a plane crash in Belgium. 
The team was on its way to the 1961 World Figure Skating Championships in Prague, Czechoslovakia. 

Among those killed in the crash was 16-year-old Laurence Owen, who had won the U.S. Figure 
Skating Championship in the ladies’ division the previous month. She was featured on the February 
13, 1951 cover of Sports Illustrated, which called her the “most exciting U.S. skater.” Bradley Long, 
the 1961 U.S. men’s champion, also perished in the crash, as did Maribel Owen (Laurence’s sister) and 
Dudley Richards, the 1961 U. S. pairs champions, and Diane Sherbloom and Larry Pierce, the ‘61 U.S. 
ice dancing champions. Also killed was 49-year-old Maribel Vinson-Owen, a nine-time U.S. ladies’ 
champion and 1932 Olympic bronze medalist, who coached scores of skaters, including her daughters, 
Maribel and Laurence, and Frank Carroll, who went on to coach the 2010 men’s Olympic gold medalist 
Evan Lysacek and nine-time U. S. champion Michelle Kwan. 

In addition to the skaters, 16 people accompanying them, including family, friends, coaches, and 
officials, were killed. The other 389 passengers and crew aboard Sabena Flight 549, which left New 
York on the night of February 14, also died when the plane went down around 10 a.m. in clear weather 
while attempting to make a scheduled stopover landing at the Belgian National Airport in Brussels. One 
person on the ground, a farmer working in the field where the Boeing 707 crashed in Berg-Kampenhout, 
several miles from the airport, was killed by some shrapnel. Investigators were unable to determine the 
exact cause of the crash, although mechanical difficulties were suspected. 

The tragedy devastated the U. S. figure skating program and meant the loss of the country’s top skating 
talent. Prior to the crash, the U. S. had won the men’s gold medal at every Olympics since 1948, while 
U.S. women had claimed Olympic gold in 1956 and 1960. After the crash, an American woman (Peggy 
Fleming) would not capture Olympic gold until 1968, while a U.S. man (Scott Hamilton) would not do 
so until 1984. 

The loss of the team was considered so catastrophic for the international sport that the 1961 World 
Figure Skating Championships were cancelled, even after pleas from the United States to continue the 
competition. 

The incident was the worst air disaster involving a U.S. sports team until November 1970, when 37 
players on the Marshall University football team were killed in a plane crash in West Virginia. 

Shortly after the 1961 crash, the U. S. Figure Skating Memorial Fund was established. To date, it has 
provided financial assistance to thousands of elite American skaters. In 2011, the 50th anniversary of 
the tragedy, the 18 members of the team, along with the 16 people traveling with them to Prague were 
inducted into the U.S. Figure Skating Hall of Fame in Colorado Springs, Colorado.

Kentucky Facts and Trivia 

Jane Lampton Clemens, best known as the mother of Mark Twain (Samuel Clemens), was born in 
1803 in Adair County, Kentucky. Reports at the time described Jane as “the handsomest girl, and the 
wittiest, as well as the best dancer, in all Kentucky” Jane had a great gift of storytelling, a skill Samuel 
obviously learned from her. She not only bestowed upon him the storyteller gene, but endowed him 
with a sense of humor and a love of play as well as providing an attentive audience for his stories. Jane 
often spoke of her girlhood days in Kentucky where her father had owned considerable land. She was 
considered one of the best horsewomen in the state. 

In 1823, in Kentucky, she married John Marshall Clemens, in part to spite a former suitor. John 
Marshall was a lawyer at that time, and it is said he had once been wealthy, but had lost his money. The 
couple moved to East Tennessee for several years before landing in Missouri. There they had seven 
children of whom only four (Orion, Pamela, Samuel, and Henry) survived at the time of John Marshall’s 
death in 1847 from pneumonia. John Marshall was a somber character and probably provided the stern 
and disciplined upbringing of the children. He has been described as a “dreamy sort”, but was proud, 
silent, and austere, with very little luck in business. 

The widowed Jane left Hannibal, Missouri, and between 1853 and 1870 lived in Muscatine, and 
possibly Keokuk, Iowa, and in St. Louis, Missouri, initially as part of Orion Clemens’ household and 
then with her daughter Pamela Moffett. After Samuel married and settled in Buffalo, New York in 1870, 
Jane set up house in nearby Fredonia, New York, with the widowed Pamela. In 1882, she moved back 
to Keokuk, Iowa, where she lived with Orion for the rest of her life. She died October 27, 1890 and was 
buried in Hannibal, Missouri’s Mount Olivet Cemetery, alongside her husband and her son, Henry. 

In an autobiographical sketch written in 1897 or 1898, Samuel commented that his mother had “come 
handy to me several times in my books, where she figures as Tom Sawyer’s “Aunt Polly.” Her Hannibal 
pastor called her “a woman of the sunniest temperament, lively, affable, a general favorite.” 

Samuel described his mother this way - “My mother was very much alive, her age contented for 
nothing; fond of excitement, fond of novelties, fond of anything going was of a sort proper for members 
of the Church to indulge in...” Again he writes, “She was of a sunshine disposition, and her long life 
was mainly a holiday for her. She always had the heart of a young girl. Through all of the family troubles 
she maintained a kind of perky stoicism which was lighted considerably by her love of gossip, gaudy 
spectacles like parades and funerals, bright colors, and animals.”

February term of Clinton Circuit Court held 


The first of two monthly ses¬ 
sions of Clinton Circuit Court 
was held last Monday, February 
4 with Circuit Judge David L. 
Williams presiding. 

The following are cases in 
which some type of resolutions 
were reached, either in sentenc¬ 
ing, plea agreements, trial dates 
being docketed, etc. 

* Sentencing was held in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Timothy Thompson, pursuant to 
a plea agreement effectuated on 
December 17, 2012. 

The defendant entered a 
guilty plea to five counts of sec¬ 
ond degree rape with a four year 
sentence on each count imposed, 
to run concurrently for a total of 
four years. The defendant will re¬ 
ceive credit for time served as to 
be determined by the Kentucky 
Department of Corrections. 

* Sentencing was held in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Tommy Clabom, pursuant to a 
plea agreement effectuated on 
December 3, 2012. 

The defendant pled guilty to 
convicted felon in possession of 
a handgun with a two-year sen¬ 
tence imposed, to run concurrent 
with a separate conviction on 
another indictment. The defen¬ 
dant will receive credit for time 
served as to be calculated by the 
Kentucky Department of Correc¬ 
tions. 

* During motion hour, a plea 
agreement was reached in the 
case of Commonwealth vs. Jo¬ 
seph Coop. 

Under terms of the agreement, 
upon a plea of guilty to posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance 
first degree (meth), the defen¬ 
dant would receive a one-year 
sentence to serve. The follow¬ 


ing charges would be dismissed: 
speeding, DUI first offense and 
operating a motor vehicle with 
expired license. 

Final sentencing was sched¬ 
uled for February 28. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Chancelor A. Britt. 

Upon a plea of guilty to three 
counts of wanton endangerment, 
the defendant would receive a 
five-year sentence on each count 
to run concurrent for five years, 
pretrial diverted for five years 
with supervision. The defendant 
is also to pay restitution in the 
amount of $1,800 and one charge 
of first degree wanton endanger¬ 
ment and leaving the scene of an 
accident/failure to render assis¬ 
tance were dismissed. 

* During a pretrial conference, 
a plea agreement was reached in 
the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Paulette Wilson. 

Upon a plea of guilty to tam¬ 
pering with physical evidence 
and persistent felony offender 
first degree, the defendant would 
receive a sentence of eight years, 
probated for five years with su¬ 
pervision. A charge of theft by 
unlawful taking under $500 
would be dismissed. 

Final sentencing is scheduled 
for March 4. 

* During a hearing in the case 
of Commonwealth vs. Charlie 
Kay York, originally charged 
with burglary second degree and 
two counts of persistent felony 
offender second degree, in lieu 
of revocation, the court ordered 
the defendant serve 60 days and 
be assessed by a Social Services 
Clinician regarding long-term re¬ 
habilitation, with the case to be
